heavy 


offensive launched yesterday by the 
British north of the 
Somme, 
the 


most powerful in weeks, was suc- 
cessful m gaining ground along the 
entire line, except immediately op- 
posite Ginchy, where the Germans 
qlung on desperately, today's dis- 
patches indicate. 


The most important points gained 


•were the villages of Courcelette, east 
to Thiepval, Martmpuich, south of 
the 
Pozieres-Bapaume 
road, 
and 


Fiefs, two miles north 
of Ginchy. 


These three villages are now com- 
pletely in possession of the British, 
London announces today. 
The Ger- 


mans already have begun counter- 
attacking the French at points where 
they recently advanced, both north 
and south of the Somme.- Paris to- 
day reports tlie repulse of German 
attacks east of Clery, immediately 
north of tlie stream and near Berny, 
below the river, southeast of Estrees. 


In Macedonia, where notable suc- 


cesses for the entente troops against 
the Bulgarians in the center and on 
the left wing were reported yester- 
day, with renewed 
activity is 
an- 


nounced on the right flank where the 
British have again thrown skirmish- 
ers across the Struma and raided 
villages occupied by the Bulgarians. 
A continuous bombardment of Bul- 
garian positions in the Doiran region 
indicates the probability • that 
the 


British are about 
to strike 
with 


their infantry in this sector. 


In Dobruja, 
southern 
Rumania, 


the Bulgarians, Truks and Germans 
have won a decisive success against 
-the, .Rumanians and Russians, -Field 
Marshal' vror Mackensen 
reports. 


The announcement is contained in 
a telegram sent by Emperor William 
>lo, the empress. 
Recent reports 


from the capitals of the central pow- 
ers haye' indicated a ste'ady advance 
for their troops in their Dobrudja 
invasion. 
- Petrbgrad reports the situation in 
the Russians and Galician war thea- 
ters unchanged. 


Dispatches from Athens announces 


that M. Callagvyeropoulos, a lawyer 
arid member of the former Theoto- 
kls cabinet has been summoned by 
King Constantine to his residence at 
Tatoi and indicates that the former 
minister has been entrusted with the 
formation of a new Greek cabinet.

I reel very certain 
that the State Board of Administra- 
tion will never be called to investi- 
gate charges of cruelty against Mr. 
and Mrs. McNamara. 


' The only respects in which from 


all my observations 1 could suggest 
anv improvement or 'progressive' pol- 
icies would he to give the girls the 
privilege of reading newspapers as 
well as magazines, and allow them to 
write letters to friends and relatives 
occe a week instead of only once a 
month. 
Jt would seem to me that 


the exercise of writing letters and 
the leading of newspapers as well, 
under proper care and counsel 
of 


course, would make for the educa- 
tion of the girls, and help to prepare 
them for the wide world, into which 
they will go when released. 


"To my great surprise, I learned 


that neither the Governor nor the 
Persi-jont of the State Board of Ad- 
ministration had ever visited the in- 
stitution, no doubt on account 
of 


other pressing engagements, or per- 
haps, the Industrial School is situat- 
es so many miles from Columbus, 
that they cannot walk, and the roads 
being so rough and traveling facili- 
ties so poor, they have not yet been 
able to make the journey."
